Status of Claims 

1 . This action is responsive to application filed on December 30, 2003. Claims 1-63 are 
pending examination. 



Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-24,36-63, drawn to demand based messaging, classified in class 709, 
subclass 206. 

II. Claims 25-35, drawn to network resource access controlling, classified in class 
709, subclass 229. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions / and // are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). 

4. In the instant case, the combination / as claimed does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination 77 as claimed because the steps involved in I relate to transmitting digital 
communication messages with audio identifiers and is not dependent upon the steps involved II. 
The subcombination has separate utility since //relates to enabling a receiver to control an audio 
identifier network resource. 
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Also, the combination 77 as claimed does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination I as claimed because the steps involved in //relate to enabling a receiver to 
control an audio identifier network resource and is not dependent upon the steps involved /. The 
subcombination has separate utility since / relates to transmitting digital communication 
messages with audio identifiers. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have attained 
recognition in the art as a separate subject of inventive effort as demonstrated by their different 
classifications and thus requiring a separate field of search (see MPEP § 808.02) for each distinct 
invention, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
